Unconvinced That Price 
Props Are Farm Solution 


WASHINGTON—(/B— Secretary of Agriculture Benson met in closed 


session" today with a delegatioTTfrom a cattlemen's caravan but emerg- 
ed obviously still unconvinced that rigid price supports are the answer 
to the price squeeze on cattle producers. 


Benson, said he would consider 


further the livestock men's request 
for a price prop program, but that 
he still has "serious reservations 
about high rigid price supports." 


Asked by newsmen if he thought 


it could be possible to work out a 
practical price support program 
for cattle on the hoof, Benson re- 
plied: "Well. I wouldn't say any- 
thing is impossible." 


He said that of 23 farm and live- 


stock groups polled on the question, 
three favored direct price supports, 
two or three voiced serious doubts, 
and 15 or 17 contended a livestock 
price support program would be 
unworkable and impracticable. 


He told reporters he had not had 


time to study all the replies fully 
and he probably will release a 
digest of them later.

Study Five-Power Conference 
To Settle Trieste Argument 
Dulles Says 
U. S. Desires 
Settlement 
Solution Must Come 
Before Troops Can 
Move, He Declares 


WASHINGTON 1*1—Secretary of 


State Dulles said today there could 
well be a five-power conference to 
settle the future of Trieste before 
the United Stales and Britain with- 
draw their occupation troops. 


The sooner such a conference Is 


licld the better it will be for West- 
ern defenses against communism 
in south Europe, Dulles told a 
news conference. 


The secretary said it would take 


considerable 
time for the 
7,000 


American and British troops to be 
pulled out of Zone A. American and 
British diplomats are .discussing 
in London, be added, technical 
problems involved in Ihe with- 
drawal. 


Basis of Dispute 


The United Stales and Brilain 


announced Ocl. 8 lhat they would 
turn over their zone of Trieste, 
known as Zone A, to Italy once they 
have withdrawn their troops. 


Yugoslavia, which lays claim to 


Trieste, threatened to march in ils 
troops if Italian .forces moved in. 


The proposed' five-power confer- 


ence would include the 
United 


States, Britain, France, Yugoslavia 
and Italy.

Dulles said the Trieste crisis has 


generated a lot of emotional ex- 
citement in Yugoslavia but that 
the British-American decision is 
aimed at an eventual final, peace- 
ful settlement. 


No Withdrawal 


In reply to reporters' questions, 


Dulles also said: 


1. The United States does not 


contemplate any 
withdrawal of 


American forces from Europe. He 
said he was glad to reiterate this 
because he realizes there has been 
a spate of rumors about this in 
Europe. 


2. He had better make no com- 


ment on his decision to withhold 
virtually all American economic 
aid from Israel. Dulles noted that 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil is sche'duled to take up the 
Syrian-Israeli 
controversy 
which 


precipitated his decision. He said 
it would be inappropriate for him 
to say anything while the case is 
being considered by what he termed 
a proper judicial authority. 


3. The American government has 


made no effort to pressure 01 
threalen France because- of a re 
ported French warning it would 
withdraw troops from Indochina if 
the govcrnmenl of Vietnam per- 
sisted in demands that it be per- 
mitted to stay out of the French 
Union.

Fanners Get 
Reports on 
Cattle Feeding 


URBANA — Farmers attending 


the 25th annual cattle feeders' meet 
ing at the' University of Illinois 
yesterday learned that cattle can 
be fattened on a ration that doesn't 
contain protein supplement. 


In one test a lation composed of 


a special strain of high protein 
corn and high-protein corn silage 
was compared with a ration of 
five parts of ordinary corn and one 
part of 44 per cent soybean oil 
meal plus regular corn silage. Both 
rations gave about the same re 
suits. 


Two lots of 10 yearling steers 


were used in the 
experiment- 


Steers in both lots gained at about 
the same rate and feed costs per 
hundredweight gam were similar. 
The total feed cost per head was 
$4.96 higher for the regular corn 
lot than for the high-protein lot 
when corn was priced the same 
per bushel. 


In addition, the general appear 


ance of the high-piotem-fed cattle 
was better than that of cattle fed 
regular corn, corn silage and soy. 
bean oil meal. They showed better 
finish and were more uniform in 
weight and condition. The differ- 
ences were reflected in the selling 
pi ices, as 
the high-protein fed 


cattle sold for $23 while the others 
brought ?22.75. 


Research workers in charge of 


the test pointed out that while the 
feeding trial shows the value of 
high-protein corn, commercial sup- 
plies of high-protein varieties are 
limited.

sion, run shelled corn into a truck 
or wagon box and shunt cobs into

Cobs can then be scattered on 
fields so that hogs get any giain 
that is left.

'Trickle-Down' Philosophy Is Out 


of Date These Days 


Recently Walter Reuther, president of the CIO, charged 


that the Eisenhower administration is practicing "a typical 
Republican trickle-down philosophy." 


By this he meant "piling enough food on the banquet 


tables of the wealthy so that some of the crumbs would 
trickle down to the poor." 


We will not attempt to argue whether this description 


was ever before applicable to economic attitudes in this coun- 
try. 
But we would like to suggest that it certainly does not 


fit the picture today. 


There may be some businessmen around who regard 


the citizen of modest or slender means as someone to combat 
—whether or not this citizen is part of the organized labor 
force. 
• 
• 
» 


But the evidence is extensive that the overwhelming 


majority of business leaders in 1953 have a broad social con- 
sciousness. They understand there can be no lasting well- 
being for the United States that is not founded on the well- 
being of the ordinary American citizen. 


Those who blithely state overwise are generally unin- 


formed of the state of mind prevailing in the business com- 
munity. There is no wide feeling that people in the lower 
income brackets deserve only the crumbs. 


There is, however, a definjte businessmen's conviction 


as to the way the average American can be best helped eco- 
nomically. Most leaders believe that the American "secret," 
if it be that, is productivity—the ability to produce more and 
more goods with the same or less expenditure of human and 
mechanical energy. 


They believe that the American economy should be so 


ordered and managed as to encourage the constant expan- 
sion of industrial facilities and the steady application of tech- 
nical improvements. Thus, they reason, will productivity ad- 
vance. 
Thus, too, will better goods, more goods be made 


available to consumers at the same or lower prices. 
• 
• 
• 


That is the fundamental theory upon which our eco- 


nomic life, especially in the past 50 years, indicates that it 
. has usually worked remarkably well. Living standards have 
increased mightily. 
They are far higher than those in any 


' socialist land you care to name. 


To describe this process, this technique by which our 


resources are developed, and spread across all economic 
levels, as a "trickle-down" system is to descend into absurdi- 
ty. It has been more of a flood than a trickle. 


Reuther is guilty of pat and outmoded thinking. He 


is spouting the kind of stuff labor leaders voiced two or three 
decades ago. He is striking an emotional, political attitude, 
not expressing a sound view rooted in the economic facts. In 
consequence he is unlikely to command very serious attention. 


An Eye for an Eye 


The full factual account of the recent outburst of vio- 


lence on the Israeli-Arab frontier is not yet in the hands of 
world diplomats. 
But the preliminary statement by Israeli 


statesmen acknowledged the border assaults and defended 
the action on the ground that their own villages had been 
subjected to repeated attack from the Arab side. 


Certainly theTTnited Nations ought in due time to ex- 


amine into this dispute to determine the whole story on both 
sides. 
The armistice in effect today was the product of 


painstaking effort on the part of UN officials. The UN is 
automatically concerned with any reported violations. 


It is unfortunate that the Israeli government saw fit in 


this instance to take the law into its own hands rather than 
^to take its case promptly to the UN. For. if you assume it 
..was.provoked by Arab attacks, it has now dissipated world 
-sympathy for its position by rashly imitating the behavior 
ofjts alleged assailants.

a half-year and 1* laid off he is 
out of luck. He simply does not 
exist on the insurance company's 
books. This would leave a great 
deal of uncommitted money in the 
'welfare" fund of the local. The 
brother who actually has a union 
card as distinguished from a "per- 
mit," and works 500 or more hours 
in six months, learns on Page 11 
that he is insured to a limited, and 
possibly

for 


surgery due to an accident but not 
if he is hurt on the Job. 


Of course a heavy-duty laborer 


can be knocked over by a truck on 
the wny home but he works In a 
fairly hazardous occupation and 
would seem to be more likely to 
be bunged up at work. However, if 
so, his workmen's compensation is 
all he gets. And if goons from a 
rival union or the entertainment 
committee of his own local should 
break his leg as a reproof for some 
ethical lapse, that is no accident. 
Back on Pag* 13 it says a brother 
comes uncovered if he has work- 
ed less than 2SO hours for a contrib- 
uting employer in three months or 
less than 1,000 hours in a calendar 
year. In all cases, the Insurance is 
cancelled If the bi other's per capi- 
ta tax is not paid to the interna- 
tional or parent union, which has j 
headquarters in Washington. 


It sometimes happens in union 


affairs thnt the collecting agent of 
a local forgets to send the per 
capita t/».\es along to the interna- 
tional. In that sad event it would 
seem that the poor working stiff 
loses his insurance even though he 
has paid it to the local. 


Many workers in the phases of 


toil embraced by this .international 
are transients who don't take root 
anywhere. There are thousands of 
other drifters or boomers who fol- 
ow construction Jobs nil over the 
country, 
working 
as 
plumbers, 


winters, lathers and so forth. They 
don't stay in one town or work for 
one boss long enough to qualify. 
In some lines they are claimed by 
and pay dues to a special unit with 
a desk In the international head- 
quarters. One such 
construction 


worker phoned me long-distance to 
say that employers In half a dozen 
scattered states had been paying 
such a local on his behalf for years 
but that he had nothing in his book 
to prove it. 


This group Insurance Is booming 


all over now. The agents draw 
enormous commissions and the 
long arm of coincidence often con- 
trives that the kin.folks of the 


. union bosses go into Uis agency 


racket and bring home the hog- 
side. 


A strange thing happened 
the 


other day in Santa Monica where a 
local of Dave Beck's Teamsters 
was fixing to knock off a taxicab 
company for refusing to accept a 
certain policy and no other, even 
though the boss offered equally 
good coverage or better. 


I wrote the boss but got no an 


swer, which is about usual in this 
land of freedom. But Gordon Mack- 
er, a reporter drafted from sports 
to cover this fight and a similar 
situation involving waiters in local 
beaneries, wrote as follows: 


"The cab company strike came 


to a sudden and unexpected end. 
The union backed down, walked 
Into the cab company office and 
said they would withdraw their 
health and welfare plan if the com- 
pany would give the difference to 
the employes.

The Doctor Says: 
Diabetes Is Deadly If Not 
Found andTreatedProgerly 


By EDWIN V. JUKDON. 51. D. 


It is most disturbing to receive 


a letter such as that recently «ent 
me by Mrs. W. She says she is 
seventy-one-years old and has had 
diabetes for over four years. Many 
years ago she was hospitalized and 
given a diet and has not had to 
take insulin. She adds, however, 
that she has not been under the 
care of a physician for a number 
of years, and wants to know if it 
would be safe for her to add rice 
to her diet. 


This point of view is alarming, 


first because it is not safe for a 
victim of diabetes to go for any 
length of time without medical 
supervision, and second because the 
writer implies that she would be 
perfectly willing to add rice to her 
diet if someone who had never seen 
her advised it. 


The latter would be an extreme- 


ly dangerous thing to do since ev- 
eryone with diabetes, or any other 
serious disease for that matter, 
needs individual and not mail-order 
treatment. 


Untreated diabetes can lead to 


serious complications. Persons with 
diabetes are more liable than 
others to hardening of the arteriei 
and. in the feet and legs, infection 
and sometimes death of tissue or 
gangrene. 
People with diabetes 


aie more susceptible to coronary 
thrombosis or angina pectoris. both 
involving the heart. Serious ey« 
complications are also not uncom- 
mon. 
Neglect of this disease can 


lead to progressive loss of weight 
and eventually even to death. 
TOO MANY ARE CARELESS 


Even today there are far too 


many people who are careless 
about their diets or insulin and de- 
velop serious complications which 
cause death far too soon. 


Diabetes must be diagnosed as 


early as possible and exact treat- 
ment with diet, and if necessary, 
insulin, must be set up. 
Those 


afflicted with this disease cannot 
be careless about following instruc- 
tions if they wish to avoid painful 
or serious complications and possi- 
bly even an early death.

Defends News Policies 
Reporters Getting News 
More Accurately, Fairly 


WASHINGTON ») — President 


Eisenhower's press secretary says 
he thinks Washington reporters are 
getting the news—and "more fairly 
and more accurately than they did 
in the pact administration." 


On that James C.«Hagerty. the 


press secretary, crossed swords on 
a television program Monday night 
with Raymond P. Brandt, chief of 
the Washington bureau of the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 


They differed, too, over whether 


the administration fears and dis- 
trusts the press and whether it was 
a payoff to friendly newspapers 
when Atty. Gen. Brownell "leaked" 
word to several newsmen ahead of 
time that Gov. Earl Warren of 
California would become chief jus- 
tice. 


Describes Difference 


"In -the Roosevelt administra- 


tion." Brandt said, "we had poli- 
ticians and college professors and 
those who studied government. 
Now, 
the bulk of the top men and 


women are business people, or 
military, and they have the idea 
that they can put a fait accompli 
(action already taken) before the 
people and there stop discussion." 


Hagerty said in reply he believes 


the administration is honestly try- 
Ing to see that Washington news- 
papermen get the news. He cited 
as a matter of "considerable im- 
portance" to them a new informa- 
tion order he said may be expected 
within two weeks. 


First proposed last April, Hager- 


ty said, the order will deny to 
29 federal agencies the right to 
put secrecy stamps on documents 
and limit the right in 16 other de- 
partments to the agency heads. 


17 Conferences 


Th« presidential secretary said 


there have been 17 Eisenhower 
tews conferences. Panelist Law- 
rence Splvak remarked that the 
late President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt had some 80 conferences in 


his first year in the White House. 


Hagerty said 
Roosevelt 
news 


conferences averaged 15 minutes, 
Truman conferences 17, while Bis- 
enhower's have averaged half an 
hour. 


Longer conferences, he said, al- 


low more questions and a greater 
exchange of information. 


Hagerty said he couldn't dis- 


agree more when Brandt said he 
thought one of the troubles of the 
present administration is "that 
they seem to be afraid of news- 
papermen, they don't trust them, 
and they don't realize the position 
of the newspaper in the national 
life." 


Contradict* gelf 


At one point Brandt took the 


position there is "nothing wrong 
with a leak" and conceded he had 
benefited from them himself. 


Spivak asked Brandt about his 


objection to the Brownell leak on 
Warren—whether it was based on 
the fact that it went to pro-Eisen 
hower papers. 


"They were pro-E i s e n h o w e r

Leahy's Attack 
Medically Like 
Football Team

ATLANTA ijR — Notre Dame 


coach Frank Leahy's attack of in- 
testinal 'flu, last Saturday was 
medically similar to his football 
team's 27-14 conquest of Georgia 
Tech, a doctor rooter for the latter 
club said today. 


"I believe that the thing that 


triggered the coach's attack was 
the emotional strain of a game in 
which Tech had been playing Notre 
Dame tighter than any other team 
this year," the doctor, who de- 
clined to be quoted by name, said 
in an interview at the meeting of 
the Southern Medical Association. 


"Acute vnus enteritis" — the 


diagnosis given in Leahy's case by 
South Bend doctors — is an inflam- 
mation of the nning of the stomach 
and intestine, caused by influenza 
vnus, he said. "When a person is 
under emotional strain, it inter- 
feres with the blood supply to the 
digestive system — that is, the 
blood vessels constrict so that few- 
er infection-fighting white corpus- 
cles reach the system," he. ex- 
plained. 


"Thus, in the coach's case, there 


suddenly were too many germs for 
the body's defenses — in the same 
way that later on, on the football 
field, there were just too many 
Notre Dame men in the right 
places to keep Georgia Tech from 
scoring."
